Today  the  Tenth  National  4-H  Camp  has  the  privi- 
lege of  listening  to  Dr.  M.  V.  Ziegler  of  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service. 


Dr,  Ziegler  stressed  the  importance  of  good  health 
and  impressed  upon  the  delegates  the  fact  that  the  community 
health  is  no  better  than  that  of  the  individual. 


He  stated  that  there  are  many  things  which  interfere  with  the  body's 
running  a normal  course  from  birth  until  death  end  urged  the  importance  of  our 
contribution  to  our  community  by  an  annual  health  examination. 


Dr.  Ziegler  spoke  favorably  of  the  4-H  clubs  for  including  health  in 
their  program.  He  stressed  further  the  need  of  conserving  the  health  of  every 
person  in  order  that  they  might  be  their  best  and  passed  on  to  us  this  quota- 
tion, "He  who  has  health  has  hope,  and  i he  who  has  hope  has  everything. 11
